Subway officials had to call an early halt to her 
program, however, because the music really 
smoked, the crowd began dancing and she 
didn’t have any permits. 


CONGRESSMAN LEE ZELDIN 

Congressman Lee Zeldin, accompanied by three 
bodyguards, graced the Westhampton platform 
for an hour on the Monday before the big health 
care vote was scheduled to take place, shaking 
hands with everybody and talking for awhile 
with Commissioner Aspinall who, hearing he 
was here, soon joined him. He explained why 
he would vote “yes” for the Trump plan to 
kill Obamacare.

An Example: Same Story, Different Cast of Characters

eople occasionally ask me how things 
have changed since | first got to the East 
End 60 years ago. These two stories tell the tale. 

Sixty years ago, my dad owned White’s 
Montauk Pharmacy, and on a Saturday afternoon 
that summer someone drove a Mercury station 
wagon through the plate glass windows of the 
storefront. | was not in the store at the time, 
but when I went down there from my parents’ 

_ house on South Fairview Avenue, where | lived, 
I saw it was some mess. The car had been 
hauled away and the driver was gone, but the 
magazines, hats, suntan lotion and bathing suits 

- were scattered about amidst the broken glass 

and wood framing. 

“Truck” Addison, for that was her name, had 
parked her car facing the front of the store— 
there was diagonal parking then—and had gone 
in to get something. There was a crash. She 
hadn’t put on the emergency brake. Now we 
had a different sort of emergency. 

“Truck” was the grown daughter of one of the 
charter fishing boat captains in town. After the 
crash, she told my dad she was really sorry. I 
remember this because, not only was it an item 
in the paper that week, but also because she had 
two kids in the car. This was before seatbelts, 
and before sit-in-the-back child seats. Of course, 


since none of that was invented, there was no 
mention of it. But she had left the car with the 
motor running, which was something you don’t 
do. Not with a manual transmission car, not if 
you don’t remember to pull up the emergency 
brake, and not with kids in the car. 

The kids were not injured. Nobody was injured 
in the store, either. But people felt she had done 
an irresponsible thing. And surely she had. 

Anyway, that was then. 

Last week, 60 years later, somebody 
else shattered glass driving off the road into 
the front of a building. The car was a 
2006 Mercedes-Benz and it was on Sunday 
morning at 1:15 a.m. when it drove off Hayground 


Road, according to The East Hampton Star,. 


through two pine trees, a fence, a concrete 
fence base, a small concrete statue of Buddha, 
across a lawn and through the bedroom 
wall of a house. It then caught fire. Sleeping 
inside at that hour were supermodel Sasha 
Pivovarova, her husband, artist Igor Vishnyakov, 
and their daughter. 

“It sounded like a bomb exploded,” Mr. 
Vishnyakov told The East Hampton Star. 

Leaping out of bed, Mr. Vishnyakov went to 
the Mercedes, where he saw the engine on fire 
and two people in the car—the driver, 21-year- 
old Alec Wasser, and his passenger, a girl, not 
identified. Mr. Wasser was trying to get her out.

Mr. Vishnyakov grabbed a fire extinguisher 
and tried to put out the blazing Mercedes but 
gave up on it when his wife urged him to back 
away. They then got their pre-school daughter 
and, with the fire spreading, left. Hours later, 
after the fire was extinguished, a fireman found 
their black tomcat, Oolong, hiding behind a 
toilet in a bathroom off the kitchen. 

The Buddha, toppled over but uninjured, had 
apparently slowed the car. “Buddha saved us,” 
Mr. Vishnyakov told the Star. 

Police reported that the Mercedes was 
apparently travelling at a high speed. Mr. Wasser 
refused a Breathalyzer test at the scene. At an 
arraignment the following morning, Mr. Wasser, 
a college student at Marymount Manhattan, was 
represented by attorney Eddie Burke Jr. Justice 
Kooperstein ordered Mr. Wasser’s driver’s 
license suspended for one year.

‘t 2:35 a.m. last Tuesday, the night of 

the supposed blizzard out here, I 
received a silent email message from Amazon 
that the delivery of my order of three boxes of 
10 packets of McCann’s Instant Irish Oatmeal 
Maple & Brown Sugar had been delayed “due 
to weather or natural disaster.”

the Library Journal. Schutt has served as a 
vertebrate zoologist at the American Museum 
of Natural History, studying bats, as well as 
teaching biology at Long Island University (LIU) 
for almost 20 years (first at Southampton and 
now at LIU-Post). 

Cannibalism is as entertaining as it is 
informative. Schutt examines the many facets 
of cannibalism with rare insight and perception. 
He explores myriad reasons for cannibalism in 
the natural world as it relates to a wide variety 
of creatures. And he “brings home the bacon” 
regarding “long pig” (human) cannibalism. 
Spoiler alert: it doesn’t taste like chicken and 
it’s often paired with a tall pour of regret. 
Schutt flew to Dallas to engage in a bit of 
cannibalism himself via a placenta osso buco. 
Don’t judge—do you take a medication that 
contains dried and ground human organs? 
Medicinal cannibalism. Do you bite your 
nails? Autocannibalism. 

As the book’s subtitle, “A Perfectly Natural

History,” says, Cannibalism, in

natural. The science is not at all 
fiction and the facts don’t point to 
a zombie apocalypse but to a long 
history of ingrained behavior.

all hope it was the zenith. With the

Schutt traces the taboos surrounding 
cannibalism to ancient Greek legends and 
to Christianity, so the Christian belief in 
the transubstantiation of bread and wine in 
the Eucharist gets a special mention. Schutt 
demonstrates that people unfamiliar with 
western cultural norms do not view cannibalism 
as taboo. Some consume their dead—even the 
contents of their organs—out of respect: Though 
Europeans cast aspersions on cannibalism and 
enslaved entire populations on the excuse that 
these “savages” were cannibals, those who 
could afford it consumed specific human body 
parts. Epileptics lined up at public executions 
in hopes of sucking down some fresh blood as 
a curative. 

Yes, Schutt investigates the story of the 
Donner Party. Yes, despite misleading media 


coverage in 2010, the Donner Party members

deterioration of Earth’s atmosphere 
and a rising population, is there bloody writing 
on the wall? Schutt says, “I’m not predicting 
an increase in cannibalism-related events, just 
stating that they've happened many times in 
the past because of famines, and these types of 
tragic occurrences are happening now and will 
likely become even more frequent in the future. 
If cannibalism results from these tragedies, the 
medical community will need to be prepared 
for cannibalism-related diseases like Kuru.”

Cc an one of the world’s most famous and 
renowned artists paint political cartoons on 
his iPad Pro and post them exclusively on Facebook 
and Instagram? He absolutely can. And to many, the 
world is just a little brighter for it. 

Eric Fischl, a North Haven resident, says he began 
creating these remarkably rendered pictures of 
Donald Trump, Steve Bannon, Kellyanne Conway, 
Stephen Miller and others for his own amusement 
during the campaign. But before long, Trump was 
inaugurated as the 45th president and Fischl was 
now painting to take his mind off the fear and 
apprehension that threatened to overwhelm him. 

“There’s a madness that’s gripped the country, 
and that terrifies me,” the artist says, explaining 
why he took to making pictures of people he clearly 
doesn’t trust. “For me they’re a release valve,” Fischl 
adds, “Drawing takes my mind off the things I’m 
afraid of because of them.”

Is that nose growing? 


Eventually, Fisch! took to Facebook and shared 
the images, which are painted with the ArtRage app 
on his iPad, and he enjoyed the positive response. 
As he explains it, the artist finds a certain amount 
of freedom making something without the “high art” 
pretense—something quite different than painting 
his figurative scenes that speak to deeper human and 
societal truths. “I don’t think these are higher art,” 
Fischl says. “They’re in the tradition of caricature.” 

As the painter creates more pictures of Trump 
and his people, he’s begun trying new things, such 
as adding clown noses or collars to the portraits. 
Fischl says he’s “joining the social conversation,” 
and he likes being part of it. “I just have to keep 
reminding myself that it’s not art,” he explains. 
“Then it wouldn’t be fun anymore.” 

Fisch] opens up about his choice to use clown 
iconography in the portraits, demonstrating that it’s 
difficult for an artist of his caliber to do anything 
without some hidden depths. “Clowns are about 
anarchy—that’s what scares people,” he says. 
“That’s what’s going on in the White House— 
anarchy,” Fischl continues before offering his view 
of Trump. “He’s not worldly except for the most base 
level of avarice—it’s embarrassing,” the artist says. 


“Instead of diplomatic leadership...he’s reduced it to 
schoolyard bully crap, name calling. It’s scary.” 

For now, Fischl is fighting back in the best way 
he knows how, and it seems like he'll continue 
expanding his rogues gallery, which so far includes 
several versions of. Trump, Bannon, Conway and 
Miller, along with Sean Spicer wearing a colorful 
child’s beanie with propeller and even group pics 
with Trump, Mike Pence and Paul Ryan. 

Fischl acknowledges his pictures would make 
great posters or a print portfolio, but says they were 
created on the iPad and aren’t made to print in large

formats. Still, the artist says he would explore ways 
to make it happen if the opportunity presented itself. 
But this is all new territory for the painter. “I had 
an ambivalence toward that kind of mechanical 
tool,” Fischl says of using the iPad and ArtRage app, 
which he calls “fairly straightforward” compared 
to similar apps, and he’s now approaching it with 
“increasing interest and acceptance.”

Watch Out for Ticks in Your Garden! 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


We must take seriously the 
possibility of getting a tick- 
borne disease on Long Island. 
There’s no way to avoid 
ticks. We can spray to “tick 
proof” our landscapes or our 
clothes and bodies, but there 
are no guarantees. Ticks are 
everywhere and the diseases 
they can give us are grave. 
I'm outside in gardens every 
day on properties that are 
regularly sprayed. | think I spray myself every day— 
but there are probably days | forget. I have been 
treated for Lyme disease five times. 

I recently attended a “tick talk” by Anna-Marie 
Wellins, DNP that was very informative on numerous 
aspects of tick-borne diseases. Any time you see 
a tick talk being given, go to it. There is A LOT 
to know about ticks. Tick-borne diseases have 
become an epidemic and the number of infections 
increases every year. 

We think of deer as being the sole culprit in 
the spread of Lyme disease but white-footed 
mice, chipmunks, squirrels and birds are ll 
hosts to ticks. Because there are few predators of 
these animals here, and given the amount of 
development in this area that has removed their 
habitats, they have moved into the spaces where we 
live, bringing ticks. April through October is the time

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_ when ticks are most active, but any day above 40° 


brings them out. 

There are three kinds of ticks that can bite us 
and our pets giving us any of several diseases, all 
of them serious and potentially life-threatening, if 
not treated in a timely manner. After being outside 
in the garden, check yourself, your children and 
pets. These ticks like warm, humid, dark spots like 
armpits, behind the ears, waistbands and groin 
areas. If you find a tick, remove it using pointed 
tweezers placed very close to the skin around it 
and gently pull up. Don’t squeeze. The head might 
remain, which is uncomfortable but the potential 
for disease transmission is minimal. BUT you can

be bitten and not realize it, so it’s imperative that Don’t a ticked off, pee ‘the Vithes off 


you be aware of possible symptoms. 
Symptoms of all the tick-borne diseases are 
similar: flu-like symptoms, fever, body aches, malaise, 
joint pain and confusion. If you develop a high fever, 
go to the hospital immediately! Ticks can give you 
more than one disease with each bite. In the early 
stages of these diseases a blood test is inconclusive. 
A doctor who knows the correct questions to ask, 
therefore, must diagnose them. If you are diagnosed 
with a tick-borne disease, the doctor will give you an 
antibiotic. Take the FULL course prescribed. 
Prevention: Spraying your property does not 
guarantee that all of the ticks will be eliminated, and 
chemicals on your lawn are not good for you, your 
children or your pets. Even organic sprays also kill 
beneficial insects. There are changes you can make to 
your landscape to make it less hospitable to ticks. You 


might want to check with your landscaper or online 
about these. Permethrin products used on your 
clothes can be effective when used properly. Twenty 
to thirty percent deet (a brand of diethyltoluamide) 
products are also effective and are now reported to 
be safe, though I wouldn’t use them on children. 

‘In my opinion, the best preventative is to 
check yourself, your children and your pets 
EVERY time you have been “in nature,” perhaps 
habitually at the end of each day. Acquaint everyone 
in your family with the possible symptoms and line 
up a “tick doctor.” G&L

In addition to Mirabelle Restaurant & Tavern, the 
Three Village Inn offers hotel rooms, cottages, event 
space and off-site catering. As we made our way to 
the serene quiet of the Capt. Jonas Smith Room to 
dine, a boisterous anniversary celebration was being 
held in a room adjacent to the tavern. We didn’t know 
that Sundays are “uncorked,” as in no corkage fee. 
I’ve given up my dear friend alcohol for Lent—only 
drinking “professionally.” My husband may have 
given up inhibitions for Lent. He ordered a glass 
of Paumanok Vineyard’s Chenin Blanc even before 
devouring the dinner menu. Mirabelle’s wine list 
features a selection of East End favorites, including 
bottles from Lenz Winery and Sparkling Pointe. 
Many beers are on offer, including some from Blue 
Point Brewery, Long Ireland Beer Company, Montauk 
Brewing Company and Port Jeff Brewing Company. I 
love that you can get a flight of three beers for $9. (1 
can’t, until next time.) 

Our server said that his name is Louis. He was so 
polite and helpful, | wasn’t rude enough to ask if all of 
the servers at Mirabelle adopt names of French kings. 


We found the service in this establishment courteous 
and speedy throughout. 

I started with a Mirabelle Cocktail of Prosecco and 
Mirabelle Eau de Vie. (“Eau” means water, right?) I 
nursed this delightfully light and flowery beverage 
throughout my meal. 

Of course I ordered from the Farm 
to Table Prix Fixe Menu— 
they had me at “Farm.” 
It’s only $36 Monday 
through Thursday and 
$38 Friday through 
Sunday, so it’s a good 
bet that I would have 
ordered this very thing 
if | were not out on Dan’s 
Hamptons Media’s dime. 

‘The perfect soft rock 
hit sifted down from above as | 
dipped a spoon into my Lobster Bisque—Gordon 
Lightfoot’s Wreck of the Edmund Fitzgerald. This song 
brings to mind watery depths, as does this dish, with 
its layers of rich but mellow, savory flavor. 

I moved on to the Pan-Roasted Pork Loin with 
cream of polenta, slice of chorizo and colorful sweet 
peppers. Despite the fact that I committed the sin 
of ordering my pork well-done, Executive Chef Guy 
Reuge rendered it tender and moist. The peppers 
collapsed into a state of next-level pepperness and 
the various flavors melded pleasingly. So pleasingly, 
that I ate every bite. 

You know you’re not in the Hamptons anymore

when you receive sizeable portions like these! 


Flammkuchen (‘cake baked in flames”) is on 
the regular dinner menu so of course Husband, 
who studied in Germany and loves all Germanic 
food, ordered this thin-crusted Alsatian treat 
covered with sour cream, onions and bacon. But 


we indulged in sharing an order 
of garlic sausage en croaifte. 
Europeans love sausages. 
What’s not to love? 
Husband was 
tempted to try the 
Monkfish Osso Buco, 
but instead ordered the 
Pan-Seared Branzino. His 
only comment between 
bites was, “This is...this is, 
quite delicious!” 
We were much too full for dessert. We’d like 
to go back to Mirabelle on a Friday soon for a taste 


of Reuge’s 7-Course Chef’s Tasting Menu with wine 


pairings. (The 9-Course Tasting Menu with wine 
pairings on Saturdays and Sundays might be too 
much of a good thing for us “puritans.”) The Tavern 
might just have a seat for me after Easter...
